There has been” much apeculation as 
to the German losses in the series of 
battles beginning on March 21; *hut. the 
veriqus estimates have been so at vari- 
ance that. little reliance can be Placed 


on any of them. We may, however, 
draw certain conclusions from the casu- 
alty’ lists announced. by the British, 
which cover at least’ a part af the 
fighting. | 

For the week ented May 5 the British 
have announced that their casualties are 
about 42,000. This.dees not mean: that 
this Uist is compléte; to May 5. On the 
contrary,’it is much’ more probable that’ 
this list was made up as of some date. 
two or @ days earlier,-about May 
2. If we assume, then, that this British 
list is for thé week ended on the 2d, or 
even the 8d, the period covered included 
what ‘was’ probably. the most serious 
fighting of the entire German effort— 
the fighting about Mont Kemmel which 
followed immediately the capture of that 
Place. In this fight®g the man 
trcops were completely, defeated. 

All the testimony which has been re- 
ceived is unanimous in, telling of the 
great German losses in their effort to 
take the series of crests west of Mont 
Kemmelk Not only that, but it is al- 
ways the case that the most serious 
losses are incurred in umsuccessful at- 
tecks. This has. been experienced time 
and again since offensive operations in 
the west began. In the battle of the 
Somme there. were caseg where a suc- 
ccssful .attack by a brigade involved 
losses of comparatively few, men. But 
in the same. battle unsuccessful attacks 
cost divisions as high,as 8,000 infantry 
out of 12,000 engaged. 

After all; this is but Wiical. The artil- 
lery’ may’ not’ have done its: work as 
thoroughly’ as it was expected to do; 
the strength ‘of ‘the enemy at a given 
point may be underestimated ; either of 
these would leave the defense practically 
unshaken and permit a’ devastating fire 
from rifle and machine gun. Then, 
when the atiack is rolled back the storm- 
ing troops are caught as they retreat 
and subjected to the: same fire until 
they are again’ in- ‘the safety of their 
trenches; . 

What was‘the aituatton in the last days 
of April? The German artillery had not 
yet had an opportunity to come up in 
force: The heavy artillery, indeed, was 
for the most part’ not in action.’ De- 
struction of the allied batteries, well 
posted on commanding heights, céuld 
not be effected by light artillery. 

On the other hand,’ ¢he Allies had their 
artillery of all calibres actively engaged. 
They fell back along’ their line af com- 
munications, so that they were drawing 
toward their bases, and not away from 
them. They .therefore had.an artillery 
superiority ‘which Was; gtowing. the far- 
ther back they retréated? 1. 


” Moreover, while the tire of field ar- 
tillery is disconcerting and often -very 
effective, it has not the shattering effect : 
on ‘the nerves that is produced by the 
fire of heaVier guns. It, is, therefore, 
particularly in view of the: nature ‘of the 
defense itself, improbable that the al- 
eq infantry and maghine gun com- 


‘panies; were ‘shaken “by” the German 


artillery fire. > 

We. do not entity, of course, what} 
estimate the Germans placed on tie 
‘strength before. them. But. what- 
ever it was,. we have reason -to 'be- 
lievé* that the German idea ‘was an 
underestimate. » We know, “moreover, 
that attack after attack was flung back; 
that in many cases the attack never 
even reached the trenones, Ddut.. was 
broken: up .es.it was formed; we know 
that. after days of, the héaviest iighting 
the Germans were forced ‘to désiat, al- 
though the position in which they ‘were 
left was most uncomfortable. 

Under the circumstances, it was un- 
avoidable that the losses must have 
been much heavier than those of the de- 
fense, in this case probably two to one 
or even heavier. Therefore,’ in the 
‘fighting south and east of Mont Kem- 
mel, the German losses must have been 
close to 100,000 men, andi that in not 
more than a week's fighting. 

In this. area about Mount -Kemmel 
and in the other parts of the Flanders 
salient there were about thirty divisions 
engaged, a total force of about 400,000 
men. In this week, therefore, the Ger- 
man loss ‘was ‘at least equal to 25 per 
cent. of the troops engaged. While 
this ratio of losses would’ not hold good 
throughout -in an equal space of time, 
taking the offensive operations as a 
whole since March 21, the total could 
not have been. much less than 400,000, 
if, indeed, this figure was not exceeded. 
Naturally, Germany does not publish 
her casualty Hsts now, and if she did 
they could not be relied upon, but from 
those of the Allies who have been in 
the hardest fighting one may draw a 
fair comparison. 

As to the operations of yesterday, 
there ig still a marked quiet on the front 
in France, broken only by sporadic 
artillery fire, which at times grows to 
the intensity of drum fire,. There is no 
indication yet that the German attack 
is about to be umed. Yet a few 
hours may change the situation, since 
German tactics, as recently exemplified, 
are to throw a deluge of high explosive 
and gas shells for but a few hours 
and then to send over tbe infantry. 

The only fighting has been about Hill 
44, that little knoll in Flanders north of 
Kemmel which the French wrested from 
che Germans several days ago. It 
has, apparently, changed hands several 
times, the French being alternately 
jown in the.amuddy plain and on top 
of the hill. Now, however, it - ap- 
pears ‘to ‘be firmly in French: hands. 
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kind without complete mutual confi- 
dence.’

After a brief ‘general discussion, Lord

“ Since their serious reverse in Flan- 
ders on April 29 the Germans_ have 
done nothing more than is to be ex- 
pected from an-active and energetic 
enemy desirous’ of keeping us on 
strain and under threat of attack. No 
‘}one conaidered ‘that the Germans 
would..be. content.with what they had 
80 far achieved; and it surprised no 
one that they. were preparing for an- 
other heavy blow. ; 

“Today about two-thirds of the 
whole German force in the west is 
concentrated between Ypres and the 
Oise. That is, roughly, only one-fifth 
of the whole western front; but:a vital- 
ly important fifth, for it includes the 
|foads to Paris and the Chanhel ports. 
'“ Our position in 
been a pleasant one, frém the day we 
first, marched, into, it from the’ Aisne, 
and:the general map of France. will 
show. why :that' is so..; At Cape Gris 
Nez, between Calais and Boulogne, the 
French Channel coast makes a sharp 
bend, and runs’ from that bend due 
south to. the mouth of the Somme, 
The allied front line from Nieuport 
to Amiens runs parallel to-and, rough- 
ly,. fifty miles. from this stretch of 
coast...

That is 
to say, they are parallel to our front. 

“ Now, the ideal arrangement for the 
tommunicationsof an army isthat they 


tervals straight back from the front 
to the base which feeds it with men, 
munitions, and supplies, and all its 
thousand and other requirements. 
That is the enemy’s position. The 
most unsatisfactory is when these 
main arteries of supply run parallel to 
the front. That is our position. 

“In such a case a successful attack 
on-ahy part of the line threatens the 
communication of the whole, and, if, 
in addition to this, the space is limit- 
ed, then it becomes difficult to give 
ground voluntarily to avoid a blow or 
to establish a better front. 

“It will be remembered that in the 
beginning of 1917 Hindenburg, finding 
part of his line compromised as a re- 
sult of our successes 6n the Somme 
and the Ancre, fell back some thirty 
miles without’ uncovering any vital 
communications or losing anything ex- 
cept an area of ground which he had 
systematically devastated. 

“We can nowhere give up one-third 
of that distance on the front north of 
Amiens without at least suffering 
grave inconvenience. This is doubtless 
what Sir Douglas Haig meant when he 
sald, ‘'We are fighting with our backs 
to the wall.’ , 

“ Apart then, altogether, from strik- 
ing at the army of the people whom 
they regard as the mdst obstinate sup, 
porters of the war among the Entente 
nations, there can be little doubt why 
the Germans have selected the 
northern part. 6f the allied line for 
their great effort in 1918. ‘ 

“ On March 21 the enemy struck his 
blow. between Arras and the Oise and 
great part of the troops which he then

One of the 
doctrines which: he preached was that 
of ‘economy of force,’ which may be 
explained as meaning that ‘one of the 
secrets of victory is to keep the larg- 
est possible numbers of reserves until 
the decisive phase arises and to em- 
ploy until then the absolute minimum 
of force necessary for safety. It-is on 
this principle that. we have up to the

of the Central Powers. It is likewise 
true that a policy had been adopted 
prior to our arrival, whereby only rep- 
resentatives of labor and the Socialistic 
movement of Frarice favorable to that 
view were, to address the American 
delegation, 

“It was instantly apparent to us that 
the purpose of the arrangement was 
to ‘overwhelm the American delegation 
with the idea that all the leaders of 
the trade union movement of France, 
as:well as the workers of that country, 
were for a meeting with e German 
workers, Socialists and trade unionists, 
and in some instances were for peace at 
any price. This fact was made known 
to- us by. members: of the Executive 
Committee who were in harmony with 
the position of the Américan Federation 
of Labor, but who were denied the op- 
portunity of presenting their position 
before the conference held in France. 

“Instead of this arrangement having 
the effect desired upon the American 
missicn, it worked 'to the opposité ef- 
fect, and» we endeavored to accentuate 
our position. Certainly our. determina- 
tion to maintain the position of the 
American Federation of Labor was In- 
creased. 

“Out of the conferences’ came con- 
verts to our position. We were satis- 
fied at the conclusion that the labor 
movement of France was in the main 
opposed to the program of certain 
pacifist leaders’ of the federation and 
of- the Socialist Party: ~In addition, it 
might be.said that we were convinced 
that.the position of many of the French 
leaders, so-called pacifists, was really 
political and not representative of the 
wisheg of the workers of France.

‘ "The charge’..¢annot justly be made 
capped the chances’ for success of our 
aircraft program. Fyjom a statement 
recently made by the Signal Corps we 
learn that thus far expenditures and 
{contract obligations total the impressive 
amount of $907,839,000, and an addi- 
tional appropriation of $1,000,000,000 is 
pending before Congress and will doubt- 
less be granted. We should have quite 
an aircraft fleet after expending ‘$1,- 
900,000,000. Prior to the war we thus 
expended only a few miserable millions. 
We used-the word billfon ‘then only in 
discussing such inconceivable things as 
the distances of. fixed stars. 

Thus’ far we can discern no appreciable 
war result from the use of this $907,- 
839,000. There is a decided and growing 
national curiosity concerning what has 
been or will be done with this tidy 
amount. Nothing ‘yet disclosed gives 
Jiany @lear*fdéa.on this point, rae 

There is only one way tn which the 
common mind. can even faintly grasp 
such an amount, and that is by institut- 
ing comparisons: between this $907,389,000 
, and small things. with which. we are 
| more or less familiar. “ For-example, a 
$10,000 house’ set on a lot with 100-foot 
frontage makes.of its owner ‘enviable 
‘wan. It would require a row sf ‘such 
hotses more than 1,600 miles iong to 
foot up to $900,000,000; ‘and there would 
be 90,000 of them in this long “and 
pleasing row. We certainly should hope 
to get an airplane compete for the cost 
‘of two of these $10,000 houses, and this 
would net. us 45,000 airplanes. How 
many may we expect? 

-' The average American citizen is fairly 
content with a $8,000 house or cottage. 
There could be built 200,000 of such 
houses with an expenditure of $900,- 

000,000, and they would comfortably 
Shelter a populatien of more then 1,- 
‘900,000 persons. 

‘The greatest world’ ‘s fair ever held was 
that of the Golumbfan Exposition in 
Chicago in 1893. All of the magnificent 
buildings, grounds, and adornments cost 
less than $30,000,000. You could there- 
fore indulge in thirty: of such interna- 
tional displays for what has thus far 
been appropriated for our aviation pro- 
| gram. 

The most famous and disastrous fire 
in history is also claimed by Chicago. In 
1871 it swept away more than three 
square miles, including all of' the busi- 
ness district of the Western metropolis, 
destroyed 17,450 buildings and jnore than |. 
y200-- lives,- yet the total loss was. only 
$190,000,000, much less than one-quarter ; 
‘of what we have set aside already for 
our aircraft program. 

All of the great fires of the last fitfy 
years, including those of Chicago, Bos- 
ton, Baltjmore, San Francisco, and nu- 
merous other ones, combined with all. 
of the great, international expositions 
held within the last hulf century, would 
not total $900,000,000. 

We are justly proud of our F mignifiortt 
Capitol buflding if Washington and of 
the splendid cluster of departmental 
buildings which make of it the ‘‘ City of 
‘Magnificent Distances.’’ Yet the cost of. 
the superb Capitol building and of the 
twenty or more palaces which house the 
tens of thousands of officials and clerks 
of the greatest nation in the world was 
only $90,000,000. Thus we could dupli- 
cate them ten times with the fund which 
has already been, expended and appro- 
priated en an‘‘aircraft program which 
has not yet resulted in one fighting 
plane deemed fit to cross the battle line 
in France, 


Net Stinted for Money. 


I could submit many other interesting 
comparisons, but these may serve to 
show that the Aircraft Production Board 
and the Signal Corps ‘have not been 
stinted in their money allowance. 

We learn from this preliminary finan- 
cial report that the $900,000,000 fund in- 
cludes $563,000,000 for “engines, air- 
planes, parts, &c.’’ The contract price 
of a Liberty motor is understood to be 
about $6,000, when the manufacturer is 
working under a fixed price arrange- 
ment. This is also the approximate price 
of the 800 horse power Hispano-Suiza 
motor, now being manufactured in quan- 
tity for the Government. The cost of 
airplanes complete, including such mo- 
tors, ranges from $10,000 to $20,000, with 
$15,000 as a fair average. 

It follows that this. $563,000,000 should 
supply us with a fleet of not less than 
87,500 powerful and: perfectly equipped 
airplanes. The remaining $344,000,000 of 
this $907,839,000. appropriation would 
seem ample. to defray the expenses of 
training camps, construction work; ex- 
perimenting, and all of the other inci- 
dental expenses which could be incurred 
in the first year of operation. 

The nation is not vastly concerned 
‘with what. Sculptor Borglum did, or 
did not do, but it is vitally concerned 
with what has become of or will 
eventuate from the expenditure of this 
$900,000,000. Where are these 37,500 
completed and’ perfected airplanes? 
When will even a: few thousand of them 
go ‘‘over the top” of the top? What 
are we to expect from the additional 
$1,000,000,000 asked for? 

You will have -to. pay your share of 
this bill, and you can obtain a clearer 
view of the character of the obligation 
incurred by reading carefully this 
epitome ' of ’ ‘what ‘thus > far has hap- 
pened: 

When we entered in this war a year 
or more ago dur War Department had 
a few airplanes which proved them- 
selves worthless ‘when ‘tested in Mex- 
ico.

We had men of 
capital who believed in the future of 
the airplane both for purposes of: war 
and of peace.

The German Government has informed 
Uruguay, in*response to the request for 
a definition of the relations between the 
two countries, that it does not consider 
that a state of war exists. is official 
note was issued today: 

“When. the’ Uruguayan Military . Mis- 
sion was detained by a German subma* 
rien the commander of the submarine 
justified his arbitrary action by the 
state of war with Uruguay in. which he’ 
said Germany had found itself, and said 
that he was acting in accordance with 
instructions from. the seaman andy which 
he exhibited. 

“Our Foreign Office diciia taal ‘that 
Germany state whether the submarine. 
commander had acted ‘in accordance 
with instructions from the Government 
at Berlin, adding that in case a negative 
reply should be given our military rep- 
resentatives should be relieved of their 
engagement. [This evidently refers to 
nledges which the members of the Uru-. 
guayan mission were compelled to give’ 
before being permitted to proceed.] 

** Several days latér the Spanish Gov- 
ernment made an offer of mediation in 
regard to the promise made by the Uru- 
guayan officers. . Mediation was .sug- 
gested by % German. Ambassador .to 
Spain, The Uruguayan Government re- 
fused, regarding this as incompatible’ 
with the dignity of the nation." Morte- 
over, the fundamental point of the ques- 
tion, which was whether Germany was 
or was not at war with Uruguay, must 
be decided by’ Germany. The German 
Government responded that it relieved 
the Uruguayan officers of their engage- 


ment, but in exchange hoped that Uru- 
guay would exert influence in France 
to the-end that the Chilean mission in 
Spain be permitted to pass over French 
serratery, {This apparently refers to a 
Chilean mission. to Germany, ‘which has 
been denied passage through France. ] 

“The Uruguayan Government, with- 
out accepting the abrogation ‘of the 
pledges, called for a reply to the funda- 
mental question; that is to say, whether 
Germany did or ‘didnot consider that a 
state of war existed.. Germany replied 
that it was not at war with Uruguay. 
It said, furthermore, that the rupture of 
relations between Uruguay and Germany 
was not brought about by itself, and 
called. attention to Uruguay’s silence on 
the subject of the passage ‘of the Chilean 
mission. 

‘* Meanwhile, the Uruguayan Govern- 
ment inquired of the Chilean .Govern- 
ment if it desired Uruguay to request 
the French Government to authorize 
Passage of the Chilean mission over 
French territory. The Uruguayan Gov- 
ernment decided to take this step only 
as a mark of deference to a friendly 
country. .The Chilean ‘Government re- 
plied that it shad no interest in the pas- 
sage of. the’ mission. The Uruguayan 
Government. informed Germany of this 
fact. -Germany replied today that it 
relieved the Uruguayan officers of their 
pledges without any condition. It said 
that the Chilean question; had been 
raised simply ‘in a desire to consult 
Uruguay on the subject, and that, in 
view of the negative reply of Chile, the 
German ‘Government considered the .in- 
cident to have been closed.”

I note complaint. of Walter 8. Kupfer’ in 
Tus Trues this morning in regard to a 
safe arrival postal reaching a relative the 
\day after a soldier had ‘sailed; Mr. Kupfer 
asks if.it is possible that the Government is 
careless in the mailing of these postals. 

Notices are posted prominently in a num- 
ber of places at the camps of embarkation 
advising the. soldiers to: write. thes cards 
and. telling them that they -will find mail 
bags on board ship in which to post them. 
When troops arrive at the piers they find 
similar notices displayed on bulletin boards 
near the gangplanks, they are advised by 
word of mouth, and also’find circulars posted 
on the ship, all of these insisting that the 
mail bag is the proper place to Grop teem: 
mail. 

‘Tn. spite of these instructions soldiers. vio- 
late regulations by handing their cards -to 
some sailor, or workman. . These men drop 
them in some Post Office bex and they ere, 
matied immediately. The fact that Mr. 
Kupfer received this card the day after his’ 
relative sailed is proof that it was mailed in 
this manner. This office does not begin to 
cancel and assort these cards for two or 
three days after the ship has departed..

229,000,000 Paid Out In March 


WASHINGTON, May 16. —Rapid in- 
crease in expenses, for, the. army, navy, 
and shipbuilding program was shown 'to- 
day by a@ Treasury report covering 
March expenditures of $1,229,000,000:

CRADLE DEADLIER THAN WAR, 


Health Expert Says 4 Per Cent. Die 
in Allled Armies and 12 
Per Cent. in Infancy. 


Accepting as their inspiration the 
slogan ‘‘ We must Hooverize our chil- 
dren’ and ‘‘ No mother’s baby is safe 
until: every mother’s baby is safe,"’ the 
Health Committee of the Mayor's Com- 
mittee of Women on National Defense 
mét- yesterday afternoon at the City 
Hall.and officially opened the Federal 
Children’s Year; thé object of which is 
to aid in saving the lives of 100,000 chil- 
dren under 5 years of age in the United 
States. 

Dr. 8S. Josephine Baker, Director of 
the Bureau of Child Hygiene of the 
Health Department, .who acted as Chair- 
man, announced that to New York City 
had been assigned the task of saving 
the lives of 4,700 babies under the age 
of 5 in the.coming year. The meeting 
was attended by several hundred dele- 
gates from ‘a large number of social, 
civic, and neighborhood organizations. 

In outlining the scope of the work, Dr. 
Baker said that there were four cas- 
ualties in the allied armies out of every 
100 men engaged in the course of the 
year. 

‘*In the United States, 12 babies out 


‘of every 100 die in thé course of the 


year;”’ she added. ‘‘ So that one way of 
putting it would be to say that it is 
three times safer to be a soldier in the 
trenches in this horrible war than to be 
a baby in the-cradle in the United 
States. 

“It is not only a necessity but a pa- 
triotic duty to see that our children are 
well cared for,”” she continued. ‘‘ We 
are spending our manhood in the war 
but we cannot afford: to lose the next 
generation. The children of this gen- 
eration will take up the affairs of the 
world in the period of ‘reconstruction 
and carry it om. 

** In Europe they have seen fit-to save 
more babies and to devote more time 
and money to child welfare work than 
to anything else except fighting,’’ Dr. 
Baker declared. With reference to mai- 
nutrition, -she asserted that at the pres- 
ent time but 1,500,000 quarts of milk 
were sold in the city, a decline of 500,- 
000 below that of last year. 

’*The children of the poor have al- 
most been compelled to’forego the use 
of milk from their diet and they. have 
been given wine, tea,.and beer instead,”’ 
she added. ‘‘In New York City the 
birth rate has aiready gone down since 
we entered the war. The infant death 
rate is increasing and undernourishment 
is increasing. e are going through the 
same experience of Europe only we are 


nd| three years behind those countries, but 


we have ‘not learned our lesson. 

“We are going to need the whole-. 
hearted and vigorous. assistance of every 
woman in the city. We are going to have 
volunteer doctors and we must have 
volunteer assistants to them; women 
who will work in the examination cen- 
tres and who will do the follow-up work. 
In a week or two Teachers College will 
start a training course for: volunteer 
helpers, and I hope many women will 
take the course.”’ 

The five boroughs of New York City 
will co-operate in the work. .
